MR. OWEN’S PLAN FOR THE GROWTH OF PAUPERS. 


Cunning Tricks of Past Beggars—The Ministers turned Spenceans 
— Vr. Owen the successor of Wr. Spence—Other Means of re- 
dress—The Ministers the best Tenants for Mr. Owen. 


THIS land of ‘* prosperity, wisdom, and freedom,’’ is 
now occupied in the consideration of a plan, which at first 
glance would seem better adapted for the meridian of 
Japan. There it isa matter of very easy conception, how 
men diminish while slaves multiply. The tyranny that de- 
grades the muléétude to the dust, that the few may revel in 
temples of debauchery wisely hidden from the public eye, 
is there sufliciently avowed; and its consequetces are as 
obvious. But thatin this land of ‘* perfect happiness,” 
which possesses a monarch so temperate, so virtuous, and 
so wise; a religion, the professors of which are so disin- 
terested, and so humble ; an administration so pure, so for- 
bearing, and so benevolent; a legislature so incorruptible, 
even if it were attempted to corrupt it; and a set of 
judges so just, that Justice herself modestly blushes to be 
out of their company, and has resigned to them her name ; 
—in such a land, that it should be at all necessary fo get 
rid of the poor, may very well be called one of the para. 
doxes of this paradoxical land. But so it is: —some few of 
the causes thou mayest have been able to divine, from some 
of the facts T have related to thee. ‘The means proposed 
to effect the object, IL am confident could never have en. 
tered into thy dull eastern imagination. ‘Thou ar’ neither 
divine, nor politician suflicient to enter into the profound 
depth of European speculations. Not even the inspiration 
that supplies thee with food at the expence of the uninspired, 
could enable thee to comprehend the amazing profundity of 
thought that creeps into the heads of prime ministers, and 
privy counsellors, zken their places are tin danger, and 
the wheels of government are likely to be arrested in their 
bencticial course, by the vulgar aud ¢élegitimate want—the 
want of money. ‘Thou hast learnt that public meetings 
held for the seditious purpose of corsplaining of grievances,

low people, the ordinary people, who are born to starve 
and to labour, orto labour and to starve, as times may 
serve, may learn tolabour and to starve in decevcy and 
quiet, as people ought to do, who have no right ‘o disturh 
their neighbours by their groans; as, because they are 
dying, they can have no right to disturb the sleep of a mi. 
nister, or the debauchery of a privy counsellor. Ad such 
meetings have been very propeily restricted; and things 
have been much bettered by the restriction. Jt is true the 
misery of the country has not been much léish/ercd; but 
then it has been less talked of ; and the miuisteria! logic of 
the day is—the people shall not complain ;—and it they de 
not complain—they are contented and happy. They may 
cut their own throats, or the throats of their neighbours, 
to obtaiu bread, or for the want of it; but if they are quict 
and loyal in other respects, they are good subjects, and 
very moral characters, But still with all the happy expe. 
dients that have been adopted to stifle public opinion, 
there has been found no means of hiding the public distress. 
The Courier has been set to work to extol the pro. 
spective advantage of the “improved state of the manu. 
Jectures,” and if its patrons had only invented a means of 
postponing hunger until the circulation of the benetits of 
trade are restored, there might have been some consolation 
in its assurances. The prospect of a good harvest too 
would have checred the hearts of the poor, if the Courter 
will enable them to purchase it by their labour: but as 
these things cannot be so easily done, as tirades are written 
against reformers, and virtues found out for the ministers 
that are much (oo fine for every day wearing, the poor re. 
main nearly in the same state, and the distress gangrening 
into Misery, threatens a national plague, that must carry olE 
either the éxfection, or the infected.

Forall the good he has 
done an that pect, he deserves thr ce thanks. It 
is much to be wished. thatall wholive by the labour of the 
poor would pay as much attention fo ther wants, and to 
their interests as Mr. Owen did to those under lis care at 


panark. A little kindness, or rather a little justice to the 
labourer, would be the best means of destroying those bad 
habits which are generally acquired by ill treatments ; but 
the case js mate rally Uificrent to upprove the appearance 
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and external manners of men ené?rcly dependant upon an 
employer for support, and holding all their comforts in his 
fiat. In such cases, men will be easily induced to adopt 
any thing that may be recommended to them, provided it do 
not too much shock these prejudices which are interests in 
the bosoms of all men at the manufactory: the persons are 
only obliged to obey while they remain; and they are 
rewarded for their obedience, ‘The most depraved wretch 
in existence, tortured by want, and to serve a momen‘ary 
purpose would afiect the sanctity even of Lord Sidmouth, 
or Mr. Wilberforce; but no one will venture to say if he 
went to church as often, and knelt down as decorously, 
that he would therefore be as good a Christian as the noble 
Lord, or the pious representative of Bramber. 

The appearance of sobriety and industry is not always an 
evidence of its actual existence. There is an affected mo- 
wality as well as an aifected religion. Hypocrisy will put ou 
any cloak, and interest will stoop to any deception. You 
may purchase the semblance of what you please; but the 
reality is not always to beexpected. Itis true that the 
appearance of virtue is desireable. It is a compliment paid 
to the value of intrinsic virtue that it is desirous to obtain. 
But the mischief of any purchase is, that you can only have 
as much as you can buy, and such a tax upon the public 
would not be easily collected, nor perhaps very advanta- 
geously employed. 

It is very amusing to hear Mr. Owen talk of re-moraliz. 
ing the poor. Does he not think that the RICH area 
Nittle more in want of re-moralizing ; and particularly that 
class of them, which has contributed to de-moredize the 
poor, if they are de-moralized, by supporting measures 
which have made them poor, and which now contiaue 
them poor and wreiclaed? Mar. Owen, whose comprehen. 
sive mind sces and laments the evils of the little pot-house. 
would be as serviceably empioyed tu the state, if he would 
goalittle higher, and point out the causes hat have oblig- 
ed the poor to wander from the comfortable cotiage to ob- 
tain the warmth and shelter in a pot-house that he could no 
longer procure at home. Is the Jiitle exhiliraiion that the 
poor man may indulge in ata pot-house, more criminal 
than the bloated excesses of princely halls, and ministerial 
dinners, not to notice the scenes of expensive riot and re. 
velry that the rich and fashionable world are cou innalis 
indulging in hy day and night?: What should render 
haunts of profusion, toru from the earnings of the poor, Ikss 
criminal than the dissipation of the labourer who would 
steal in excess (and seldom can excess be iu Ais ; ower) a 
temporary oblivion tsom wretchedness which he has not 
meriied?) Talk of the poor being de-moralized! It is 
their would-besmasters that create all the evils that afilict 
the poor, and all the depravity that pretended philauthro- 
pists prerend to regret. 

In one point of view Mr. Owen’s scheme might be pro- 
ductive of some good, Let him abandvun the labourer to his 
own protection; cease fo eppress him, and the poor man 
would scorn to held any fictitious dependence upon the rich, 
Give him a fair price for his labour, and do not take two- 
thirds of a depreciated remuneration back from him again an 
the shape of taxes. Lower the extravagance ofthe great. 
Tax those read luxuries, enormous fortunes obtained with- 
autmerit, Reduce the herd of locusts that prey upon the 
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honey of the hive, and think they do the bees a most essen, 
tia! service by robbing them. LET THE POOR ALONE, 
The working bee can always finda hive; LET Til POOR 
ALONE. Do not take from them what they can earn, to 
supply the wants of those who will earn nothing. Do this; 
and the poor will not want your splendid ercctions for the 
cultivation of misery, and the subjugation of the mind. But 
there is a class of society that might be safely consigned to 
the care of Mr. Owen. That class, my friend, is the whole 
host of pampered sinecurists,and hungryexpectants ; all those 
who are undeservedly pensioncd upon the public purse :— 
ali those who expect to be so pensioned, and all in the 
higher raxks, as they are called, who have no ostensible 
means of an honest living. in point of justice, the public 
ought not to be saddled with the expence of maintaining 
them even in such receptacles: for [ am saaly afraid, that 
though their expences would only be twenty pounds-a piece 
a year, that they would never be able to produce it by their 
own:labour,. But perhaps the public charity might be so 
far extended to them, if Mr Owen will undertake the ma. 
uagement of them, as to defray their expences for the lirst 
seven years. By that time the land might be brought 
into a proper state of cultivation, if they planted poplar 
trees; and if they were tired with such a heavenly mode of 
life they might take a passage to the other world from some 
one or other of the branches. 

The high beneficed clergy form another class who might 
in the excess of their religious zeal become the residents of 
these habitations of brotherly love; and abandoning all 
earthly considerations, em,.loy themselves in a huu.ble imi. 
tatien of their great master, than whom they would be still 
better provided, for he had not where to lay hits nead. Ef 
these gentlemen agree to live upon twenty pounds a head 
per annum, we shall be enabled to lighten the burthens of the 
labourer in no common degree. By good exercise uuder the 
care of Mr. Owen, the Archbishops and the bishops, who 
are named on the Committee, (no doubt for the purpose of 
trying the experiment on themselves) may free themselves 
from the gout, and the country from a condition little Jess 
aiilicting. 

By vaming the Judges on the Commitiee, perhaps Mr, 
Owen means to have an exclusive establishment Por ail the 
lawyers that can be spared, Wiat a fiae tieid has Mr, 
Oweu here, for the trial of the scheme that is to eradicate 
all the bad passions, and vestore brotherhood and goodwill 
tothe human race. Whew he has reformed LAw, he may 
pars on safely to any other trial. Nothing will thea be too 
dificuli for him to attempt, or too mivacnlous for success.
